Sea Parley. 
To Get Bid 
On Assistance 


GENEVA (Kyodo-Reuter)—A 
resolution calling for interna- 
tional technical assistance to ex- 
pand the fishing industries of 
coastal states is to be distributed 
to the delegates of the 88-nation 
law of the sea conference Fri- 
day. 
The resolution, which is spon- 
sored by a group of some 20 
countries from Africa, Asia and’ 
Western Europe, asks the United 
Nations secretary general to 
bring it to the attention of the 
appropriate organizations of the 
world and the specialized agen- 
cles of the U.N. 
The resolution particularly 
urges the Food and Agriculture 
Organization, the Technical As- 
sistance Board and the United 
Nations Special Fund to give 
“sympathetic consideration to 
any requests for assistance 
made by member governments 
based on the new develop- 
ments.” 
It also urges them to consider, 
jointly or separately, further 
comprehensive programs of 
technical and material assis- 
tance. 
The resolution recognizes 
these two main points: 
i. The development of in- 
ternational law affecting fishing 
may lead to changes in the prac- 
tices and requirements of many 
states. 
2. Economic development and 
the standard of living in many 
coastal states require increased 
international assistance to im- 
prove and expand their fisheries 
and fishing industries. These in 
many cases are handicapped by 
a lack of modern equipment, 
technical knowledge and capital. 
The resolution says that tech- 
nical and other assistance 
should be made available to 
help states in making adjust- 
ments td their coastal and dis- 
tant-waters fishing in the light 
of new developments in interna- 
tional law and practices. 


150 Arrested in 
Leghorn Rioting 


LECHORN (AP)—Long- 
smouldering hostility between 
civilians and Italian parachute 
troopers on leave exploded in 
eight hours of rioting with 10 
injured and 150 arrested. 

Motorized police  reinforce- 
ments from Florence used tear 
gas to smash through street bar- 
ricades and scatter angry 
crowds of Leghorn youths. 
Fighting in some ~treets lasted 
after m.dnight Thursday. 

Leghorn’s partly Communist 
city council was called to emer- 
gency session to seek means of 
restoring relations between the 
civilians and soldiers. 

The Communist-led Italian Fe- 
deration of Labor called a one- 
hour general strike here Friday, 
in protest over the situation. 

Truck-loads of armed carabi- 
nieri — army police — patroled 
the tense city Friday morning. 

The rioting involved ‘only 
Italian soldiers. More than 1,000 
U.S. troops are stationed only a 
few miles outside Leghorn. 
where they operate a major sup- 
ply base for American forces 
in Italy. 

In the 10 vears the Americans 
have been stationed here, there 
has been no similar disorder be- 
tween them and the civil popu- 
lation. |

Another Brilliant Recital for a Handful, 


Indicted 


International musical - lumi- 
naries, recruited for the Osaka 
Festival, travel up to Tokyo— 
to perform before a handful. On 
Wednesday evening, in the Yo. 
miuri Hall, it was the turn of 
the famous Spanish harpist, 
Nicanor Zabaleta, to be wel- 
comed only by a sparse audi- 
ence among which one could 
easily identify a number of local 
fanciers of the instrument, pro- 
fessional and amateur. 


Yet, in every way this was a 
recital to prize highly and long, 
remember. Not only, because 
one rarely meets up with a dem- 
onstration of the harp as a solo 
instrument and of its reperto- 
ire, but what is rarer the pre- 
sence of an artist such as Mr. 
Zabaleta to charm us with such 
a demonstration. The charm 
was enhanced on this occasion 
by the artist’s absolute com- 
posure sitting alone on the bare 
stage, completely immersed in 
his music, and almost - oblivi- 
ous even of the listeners assem- 
bled to hear him. 

Evcryone knows the antiquity 
of the harp and. of course, of 
its representation in art and its 
associations with bardic poets 
and minstrels. The harp, too, 
is possibly the only musical in- 
strument adopted as a national 
symbol—the Irish. But more 
often than not, people also like 
to preserve the memory of this 
gold-bedecked instrument as 
decorating a corner of the salon 
of elegant and _ fashionable 
houses in days of yore, an in- 
strument upon which the 
daughters of the house would 
perform gracefully and beguil- 
ingly to the delectation of all 
and sundry on those halcyon 
evenings when musicales were 
de rigueur. 

Let that be; Mr. Zabaleta 
performs not on a primitive 
and superarinuated instrument 
but on-a modern Obermayer 
harp, in fact, one specially built 
to his own gpecifications, add- 
ing an eighth pedal tc control 
the vibrations of the bass wire 
strings. >. 

The. use of the harp as. gn or- 
chestral instrument daté€$-back 
to very early times, but it came 
to be used less and less until 
the 19th century when, with 
very few exceptions, it virtually 
disappeared from the orchestra. 
There is no single instarice of 
its use by Bach; but Handel 
used the harp occasionally, and 
both he and Mozart (who never 
used it orchestrally) composed 
Concerti for it as a solo instru- 
ment. The difficulty was in find- 
ing players. It was not until 
almost our own day that 20th- 
century composers were stimul- 
ated to write original composi- 
tions thereby bringing back the 
harp as a virtuoso instrument 
of concert level. 

Mr. Zabaleta has accomplished 
for his instrument what his 
compatriot Segovia has done 
for the guitar. He has delved 
into musical archives and 
brought forth much old music 
written originally for the harp. 
In fact, Mr. Zabaleta’s pro- 
gram the other evening was 
equally divided between 18th 
and 20th-century original works. 
The three etudes by Boc

Two Women Painters 


By ELISE GRILLI 


As woman to woman, I 
should have a special sympathy 
for women in the arts. The 
truth is that I do not. I may 
have great sympathy for 
women’s struggies to assert 
themselves in this field; I may 
understand their feminine prob- 
lems, psychological and social; 
I may realize that the factor of 
sex exerts its special pressure 
in a work of art—but so dpes 
every other aspect of life—so 
does the shape of one’s nose, as 
Cyrafio so brilliantly proved. 


To understand does not mean 
to condone, not in the arts, not 
where the work must count 
first, The personality assumes 
interest only after the quality 
of the work Insists that one 
examine the matrix in which it 
was shaped. 


When I admire the paintings 


Minako Harada's latest work 
is almost entirely geometrical 
as she works out stylistic 
problems with a series of 
variations on a single theme. 


of an Angelica Kauffmann or a 
Mary Cassatt, it is not because 
they were women, nor despite 
it, but because they reached 
a mastery of style within their 
respective periods. If I take 
less interest in the paintings of 
Rosa Bonheur or Marie Lauren- 
cin, this is simply due to their 
weakness as artists and not to 
the degree of their femininity 
(although these two may serve 
as examples of the distortions 
which sex can exert upon art). 


In Japan, moreover, no such 
apologetics need enter into ques- 
tion. Women are extremely ac- 
tive in all fields of art. As 
amateurs and in group exhibits 
they are omnipresent (too much 
bo, it seems at times). Their 
difficulties to emerge to the 
level of mastery, implicit at the 
moment they present a one-man 
show, surely these obstacles are 
no less in the case of men who 
must remain economical sup- 
ports for their families, at the 
same time that they struggle 
for artistic recognition. There- 
fore I am not singling out cer- 
tain women artists because of 
their sex (which, incidentally is 
often quite imperceptible in 
their work), but because I can 
hinge upon them my small 
sermon about this whole 
situation,

Miss Harada may be think- 
ing only of the relations be- 
tween shapes and colors, yet 
her circles willy-nilly  be- 
come planets floating amidst 
streaks of clouds, because her 
geometry is an intuitive one 
and because geometry has Its 
own poetic overtones. Only 
benighted, unmathematical fools 
would separate nature and 
geometry. 

At the present moment in 
modern art the separation be- 
tween “figurative and abstract” 
has to be placed within quota- 
tion marks, as a survival of 
terminology rather than as a 
meaningful and valid distinc- 
tion of artistic approach.

LONDON (AP)—Prime Minis- 
ter Harold Macmillan has sent 
a@ message of welcome to the 
South African cricketers and 
helped to calm the apartheid 
controversy threatening their 
English tour. 

The cricketers were feted at 
a lunch Thursday given by the 
British Sportsmen's Club. Four 
days previously they were 
booed by banner<arryirg politi- 
cal demonstrators when they 
arrived at London Airport. 

A letter from Macmillan, read 
by¥ chairman Sir Jocelyn Lucas, 
said: 

“I am sorry I am unable to 
be with you today to join in 
extending a welcome to the 
members of the South African 
team, as Commonwealth sports- 
men, cricketers and friends. 

“Recently, test series with 
South Africa have produced 
skillful, hard fought cricket, 
and I am gure that the same 
will be true of the matches we 
will play together this year in 
good humor and comrade- 
ship. I wish you a happy and 
successful tour.” 

High feelings in Britain over 
the racial policies of the South 
African Government have 
threatened to bring unpleasant- 
ness to the cricketers’ summer 
tour. 

Some organizations have called 
for a boycott of the South Afri- 
cans’ games.

‘The Finns aren't afraid of 
much, either. They have won 
the Boston classic four in the 
last seven years. 

It was the only poor showing 
for Kelley in 13 marathons. He

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New Economic Organization 

The search for national economic prosperity has at 
least gone so far today as to’have led practically all nations 
to realize that this cannot be attained singly but is 
dependent to a large degree upon international cooperation. 
The difficulty is about what methods should be used to 
improve the existing economic situation and particularly 
to obviate the obstacles to international trade caused by 
the imbalance between the rich and highly developed 
nations and the poor and underdeveloped ones. 

Various agencies are already at work to this end but 
it is felt that new efforts are called for. 

The functions of the Organization for European Eco- 
nomic Cooperation, when it was set up in 1947, were 
twofold—to develop economic cooperation between its 
member countries, and to assist the United States Govern- 
ment in carrying out its program of aid to Europe. The 
latter objective reached conclusion in the summer of 1952 
with the completion of the Marshall Plan. 


Since then the organization has been largely concerned 
with the study of measures to liberalize Purope’s trade 
and payments systems and to increase productivity. In 
1958, the European Nuclear Energy Agency was fostered 
by the OEEC in order to promote the use of nuclear 
energy for peaceful purposes in Western Europe while 
the European Productivity Agency was another forward- 
looking activity. A special office was Set up within the 
OEEC to counter the shortage of scientists and technicians, 
and various training courses were inaugurated. 

The success that attended the organization was sufficient 
to promote the idea of extending its activities, particularly 
in view of the Communist economic drive which was 
assuming global proportions. Hence the choice of the 
“four wise men,” Mr. Randolph Burgess, Sir Paul Gore- 
Booth, Mr. Bernard Clappier and Mr. Xenophon Zolotas, 
to prepare a scheme for reorganizing the OEEC into some- 
thing on a wider scale. Their report was published last 
Wednesday. It recommended the development of an 
“Organization for Economic Cooperation and Development” 
to succeed the OEEC. Apparently, this is intended to go 
beyond Europe and include within its purview most of 
the rest of the world, thus enabling the Western powers 
to coordinate economic strategy to match the growing 
Soviet economic expansion. 


The conception of the new OECD as a sort of economic 
counterpart of the North Atlantic Treaty Organization is 
apparent, but we wonder how it would function with 
the two European economic blocs now in existence. 

It is reported that the.six-nation European Common 
Market, but not the’ seven-member European Free Trade 
Area, would be represented in the new organization by 
a single representative in addition to the representatives 
of its individual members. To even matters up, it is 
proposed that the six nations forming the Common Market 
plus the Common Market representative should at no 
time have more than six votes between them. Either 
each Common Market state would have one vote in the 
Council, in which case t mmon Market representative 
would have no vote, or, der certain circumstances, the 
Common Market representative might be able to cast the 
six votes, and the national delegates of the Common Market 
countries would not vote. Ingenious no doubt—but we 
wonder how it would work out in practice. 

It seems to us that it would be much better if each 
country wishing to join the new organization were admitted 
on its own individual merits without regard to any regional 
organization to which it might be affiliated. 

This brings us to the position of Japan. The “wise 
men” recommended that membership of the new organiza- 
tion should be open initially to the 18 OEEC member 
countries plus the United States and Canada, but they 
added that accession by other countries should not be 
excluded. 

Officials in Washington are reported as saying that 
this leaves the door open for Japan to become a full 
member at a later date, and that Japan would be among 
the first noncharter members to apply for membership 
because she would be closely associated with the new 
organization from the outset. 


We do not exactly like the idea of Japan being admitted 
so to speak by the back door, but on the other hand, 
it may be just as well for this country to see how the 
organization operates before pledging complete adherence 
to the plan. It seems likely that European interests must 
predominate from the first, and unless economic develop- 
ments are to be studied from a global point of view the 
difference between OEEC and OECD *may turn out to be 
little more than an alphabetical one. 

Japan already cooperates with the OEEC in connection 
with problems of aid to underdeveloped countries, and 
this process will presumably be continued with the new 
organization if, and when, it is set up. This country 
does not favor separate trade blocs but prefers to work 
toward a state of things in which all nations, large and 
small, can take their place in the trade of the world 
with the great@st possible freedom. 

The report that Soviet Russia would like to join the 
new organization is of special interest if it means that 
that country is prepared to give up all ideas of using 
economic penetration as an agency for pursuing the 
“cold war” and securing political advantages. The OECD 
plan is conceived partly as a defense against economic 
methods used by the Communist bloc; but, if Moscow 
is prepared to give its leadership to a new attitude of 
cooperation instead of rivalry with the non-Communist 
nations in trade and investment plans, this may put a 
new face on some of the chief pfoblems of the day.

Role of Business 


The success of not only the 
new. foundation but the entire 
movement for higher technolog- 
ical level will hinge upon the 
part to be played by business 
circles.

And international inter- 
change is always helpful in this 
field. But Japanese erecutives 
are beginning to appreciate the

“interchange” becomes possible 
in the true sense of the word. 

Some of the executives have 
distinguished themselves on 
the technical side of the enter- 
prise, but many businessmen 
are pure administrators who 
might not be sufficiently versed 
with the technical problems in- 
volved in industry. Frequent 
complaints are heard that Japa-

To the Editor: 

Thank you for publishing my 
letter on Japan's continuance of 
trade restrictions and the reply 
from Mr. T. Matsuo, director of 
the Trade Bureau, MITI. This 
type of information exchange is 
a real public service, and in the 
present instance gives a con- 
crete example of the MITI atti- 
tude which my letter protested. 


After the usual protestations 
of intent to liberalize, Mr. 
Matsuo says “the allegation in 
your letter that we are continu- 
ing ‘to block American products 
by every trick and subterfuge 
conceivable’ is totally ground- 
less." Then he provides a 
sample of what I am talking 
about by saying: “In regard to 
automobiles, what would the 
outcome be if Japan, where the 
annual car production is less 
than a week’s turnout in the 
United States, took a liberal im- 
port policy? Or is free importa- 
tion of foreign automobiles a 
common policy of countries in 
the world?” 

In other words, MITI fears 
that America’s huge auto fac- 
tories would swamp Japan with 
automobiles, ruining Japan's 
auto makers. That this is a 
pretense, a subterfuge, can be 
shown very easily. 

First of all, under the most 
liberal import | Aen the cost 
to a buyer in an of a new 
American car wanie still be 
two and a half times what an 
American buyer pays at the 
factory. Inland freight, insur- 
ance, packing, ocean freight, re- 
conditioning, and about 115 
per cent aggregated import duty 
and excise tax on CIF. Ameri- 
can cars are not cheap to begin 
with, and Toyota and Nissan 
make trucks for the U.N. forces 
at one-half the Stateside prices 
for the identical vehicle. How 
many Japanese can or will pay 
$7,500 for a Chevvy or Ford? 
The export quality Datsun 
Bluebird is being offered for 
$1,250 to the U.S. Forces here. 

Secondly, as soon as import 
was liberalized, the artificially 
high price level of new and 
used American cars in Japan 
would collapse, the  biack 


market would vanish, and the 
monopolistic racket now en- 
joyed by diplomatic and Armed 
Forces personnel, of  resell- 
ing their cars at dduble and 
treble the price paid, would be 
no more. 

Thirdly, with the rarity-based 
snob value of American cars 
gone, many foreigners in Japan 
who now cling to their over- 
sized Detroit jalopies would 
switch to the compact, economi- 
cal Toyopets, Princes and 
Datsuns, far better suited to 
Japan’s narrow foads and “in- 
creasingly congested traffic. 

Fourthly, free importation 
of foreign automobiles is the 
policy of the United States. 
And the duty is only about 10 
or 15 per cent. Japanese cars 
are going into the U.S. in con- 
stantly increasing quantities. 

“Due to lack of foreign cur- 
rency Japan has had to restrict 
luxury imports,” says Mr. 
Matsuo. Why then did Japan 
in February 1957 terminate the 
biennial privilege of foreign 
residents to import a car using 
their own foreign currency? 


When, last autumn, an an- 
nouncement was issued alleged- 
ly restoring to selected 


individuals this privilege, a cer- 
tain embassy rejoiced aloud, 
and squelched certain scarred 
old-timers (who had read the 
announcement and analyzed it 
as thé usual masterpiece of 
cunning deception) by exhort- 
ing them not to question 
Japan’s “wisdom” and gener- 
osity, but to “wait and see.’ 

Well, sirs, how many cars 
have been authorized for import 
under that well-advertised 
“relaxation”? I hear that the 
number one man of a big 
foreign bank, among others, 
was turned down. So much 
for generosity. So much too 
for wisdom, for by letting a 
few dozen cars in, the water 
could have been nicely muddied 
for another year or so. As it 
is, even that honest embassy 
knows how much weight to 
give to Mr. Matsuo’s fair pro- 
mises.

tance of their own technical 
staff and that thelr mad 
scramble for foreign patents is 
smothering the budding techni- 
cal initiative right among their 
own ranks. 

It seems clear, therefore, that 
Japan cannot boost its science 
and technology without first de- 
termining to develop local initia- 
tive and without endeavoring to 
do away with that cleavage 
which divides business (jimu) 
and technology (gijutsu). 

There is another cleavage in 
Japan which separates Japa- 
nese institutes of learning on 
the one hand and  Japa- 
nese industry on the other. This 
cleavage is twofoi.i: materiai 
and political. 

Professors’ Incomes 

While Japan's industry as a 
whole prospers, researchers in 
universities and other institutes 
of learning complain that they 
are indigent. Under the prin- 
ciple of free enterprise, it may 
be rather hard to expect in- 
comes of professors to match 
that of business executives. 
That much disparity in income 

must be taken for granted. In 
Japan, however, professors be- 
lieve that they are far worse 
off than fhat. 

Their financial statys is statis- 
tically described in a report is- 
sued last October by the Japan 
Council of Science, which is 
the national organization of Ja- 
panese scholars in all fields of 
natural science, social science 
and the humanities. 

According to this report, full 
professors’ average age is 52.2 
and at this age they draw an 
average monthly salary of ¥51,- 
668. Associate professors at 40.7 
get ¥36,078. Instructors at 36.8 
earn ¥28,422 and tutors at 31.0 
¥ 19.870. 

The report compares the aca- 


demic payment scale. with 
various wage statistics and con- 
cludes that the academic 


salaries are roughly on a par 
with those paid by second<lass 
firms to employes with junior 
college education. (Because of 
the peculiar wage situation in 
Japan, it must be understood 
here, second-class pay 
second-class wages.) 

While the professors’ salaries 
are low, they are not necessar!i- 
lv living on the salaries alone. 
According to the JCS survey, 
they draw income also from 
various extra jobs and their 
total irreome reaches ¥100.000 in 
some cases. But that means 
also that much interference 
with their academic and educa- 
tional pursuits. Their educa- 
tional duty has become heavier 
recently, because of the newly 
instituted master’s and doctorate 
courses. Compared with the 
prewar post-graduate course, the 
new courses make heavier de- 
mands upon the time of the pro- 
fessors. 

Lean Toward Left 

As for the political cleavage, 
it is easy to point out that most 
professors favor leftist ideas, 
while business circles are con- 
servative in outlook. For in- 
stance, a total of 358 faculty 
members of Tokyo University 
issued a statement this Wed- 
nesday opposing the ratification 
of the new Security Treaty. 

Most of the academicians are 
no specialists in the field of in- 
ternational law and politics, and 
their action does not deserve 
any more attention than that of 
any other body of citizens. But 
it may serve to show the intel- 
lectual outlook of Japanese pro- 
fessors. Although they have 
not approved of the ultraleftist 
behavior of the Zengakuren 
students, which frightened even 
the Communist Party, there is 
a danger that the Japanese uni- 
versities may become a hotbed 
of ultraleftist tendencies like 
those shown by Zengakuren. 

The Japanese universities 
thus appear to be getting aloof 
from other segments of society 
where’ the test of experience 
and social responsibility is su- 
preme. And this aloofness may 
prove detrimental to the ad- 
vancement of science and tech- 
nology. The recent controversy 
on whether some research in 
the Tokyo University’s depart- 
ment of engineering may be 
utilized by the Defense Agency 
seems to indicate this possib- 
ility, 

To boost Japan's science and 
technology, the gap between in- 
dustry and the institutes of 
learning on the one hand and, 
on the other, the gap between 
the technical and administra- 
tive in industry must be closed. 
It is an urgent need indeed,

Both Japanese and English 
dailies are giving wide cover- 
age to reports on the Korean 
riots. The incident has astound- 
ed the world and the sympa- 
thy of the people is turned to- 
ward the rioters, the majority 
of whom are high school and 
university s tu- 
dents, 

Students all 
over the world 
do not or can- 
notremain in 
an ivory tower 
in these trou- 
bled times. In 
Hungary too, 
students took 
the initiative in 
the uprising 
against Communist oppression. 

In Japan members of the Na- 
tional Federation of Student 
Self-Government Associations 
are the most vehement among 
those who oppose the govern- 
ment policy. Those who tres- 
passed on the Diet grounds in 
demonstration against the new 
Japan-U.S, Security Treaty were 
university students who are re- 
garded as the elite of Japanese 
society. 

The sympathy of the world 
was directed toward the rioters 
in Korea and the freedom fight- 
ers in Hungary, but these two 
incidents should not be compar- 
ed to the student struggle in 
Japan. In Hungary and Korea 
the people were deprived of the 
right to redress of their griev- 
ances lawfully while in Japan 
freedom of speech, thought and 
the press are guaranteed. The 
Japanese . people have lawful 
channels through which to ap- 
peal in a peaceful way. 

President Syngman Rhee is 
reported to have statec that ne 
could not believe that any ele- 
ments of the patriotic Korean 
people to whom he had devoted 
his life could have acted in such 
a way. It is true that his life 
has been dedicated to the cause 
of Korean independence and 
that he suffered a great: deal 
during the Japanese subjugation 
of the country. However, I 
wonder if the people like to 
be told that ony owe him so 
much. 

Peopie do not like to be re- 
minded that they are indebted 
to someone, no matter how true 
it may be. I know that the 
Japanese people owe a great 
deal to the United States both 
individualiy and as a nation, 
but when it was pointed out 
that the United States was the 
most generous country in the 
world and that the recipient na- 
tions behaved as though they 
were unappreciative of the 
gifts, I did not like it. Apprecia- 
tion should come from the side 
of the recipient and not 
the benefactor. 

I am sure that the Korean 
people ave fully aware of the 
devotion and selfless sacrifice of 
President Rhee for the cause 
of the country, but that does 
not mean that he has the right 
to exercise his prerogative. 

Korea is aligned to the group 
of democratic countries and 
the world expects that the 
country will live up to demo- 
cratic principles. 

The Korean people's hatred 
and fear of Communists is 
stronger than in Japan, but the 
restlessness and dissatisfaction 
imong the people will be taken 
advantage of by the Communist 
neighbors unless effective action 
is taken to protect the people's 
rights and give them means to 
voice their complaints without 
resorting to violence,

The 
Geneva Disarmament Confer- 
ence has had only a preliminary 
round of discussions,. and the 
best that can be hoped for from 
the summit is agreed directives 
that will give the negotiations 
a new impetus. 


There has been no sign of 
Khrushchev’'s attitude over Ger- 
many. It remains to be seen 
in what form he will raise the 
question of Berlin. “East-West 
relations” might cover a number 
of questions which could: be 
raised by either side. Improve- 
ment. is bound to be a slow 
process. 


One new idea that has been 
suggested by the British For- 
eign Secretary is the possibility 
of laying down “rules of con- 
duct” which governments 
should observe in their dealings 
with one another. They might 
at least improve the atmosphere 
in which we discuss our differ- 
ences. 


On Humanity’s Conggience 


Some 75 countries have just 
issued a special series of stamps 
in support of the World Refugee 
Year. Between them they tell 
the tragic story of the refugees, 
from the Austrian stamp show- 
ing a family escaping through 
the snow, the Swedish depicting 
queues of refugees, to the 
message of hope in _ Israel’s 
stamp showing a magic carpet 
whisking them away to a new 
life. 


The idea of a year of special 
effort to alleviate the plight of 
between two and three million 
European, Arab and Chinese 
refugees was first thought of by 
a group of young people in 
Britain and then taken up by 
the United Nations. There has 
been a wide response from many 
countries. In Britain, for in- 
stance, a World Refugee Or- 
genization set a target of £2 
million to be collected by 
voluntary.subscription. Already 
nearly £3 million has been 
collectea and the final figure is 
expected to be nearly double 
the target. 


The British people are also 
helping with offers of clothes, 
household goods and tools. A 
British tailor has offered to give 
his business to a refugee after 
training, and a displaced Polisn 
tailor with his wife and four 
children have been 
from many applicants. 
October, Britain admitted 200 
handicapped refugees who, 
through age or infirmity, wiil 
not be able to support them- 
selves. Another 500 will be al- 
lowed in soon. <

lence of Sweden is beginning to 
attract wide interest. For Swe- 
den has achieved an astonishing 


record of  incustrial peace. 
During the 10 years from 
1949-59, the Swedes averaged 
oniv 24 stoppages of work 4a 
year throughout the whole 
country. They still have offi- 


cial strikes, sometimes protract- 
ed ones. But they have largely 
eliminated unofficial strikes. 

One important reason for 
this is that under Swedish law 
collective agreements are con- 
tracts binding on the parties to 
them and those they represent, 
and since 1928 there has been 
4 special labor court which can 
and does fine those guilty of 
breaches of contract. 

The court can also deal with 
complaints that a union official 
has been dismissed from his 
union activities, thus removing 
a fertile source of dispute. In- 
creasingly in recent years the 
Swedes have adopted a system 
of central wage settlement, and 
just recently they have conclud- 
ed negotiations to give this a 
more flexible form. 

This has resulted in “frame 
agreements” for annual wage 
increases within which differ- 
entials may be widened or clos- 
ed by detailed negotiations in 
individual industries, binding 
for two years. But many other 
factors probably contribute to 
the success of the Swedish ap- 
proach to labor problems. 

Among these may be mention- 
ed the strength and authority 
of the Swedish Employers’ Con- 
federation and the Confedera- 
tion of Swedish Trade Unions, 
and the collaboration which ex- 
ists between them. Moreover, 
there are comparatively few 
Communist trouble makers in 
Sweden. 


Round the Capitals 


Paris reports that the ap- 
pointment of Sir Pierson Dixon 
to succeed Sir Gladwyn Jebb as 
British ambassador has been 
widely welcomed in France, It 
maintains the tradition that the 
post calls for a diplomatist of 
the highest caliber. Sir Pierson 
has had 31 vears in the Foreign 
Service, with periods in Madrid, 
Ankara, Rome and Czechoslo- 
vakia.

Copenhagen reports the forth- 


coming visit of Sir John 
Whyatt, a former chief. justice 
of Singapore. His ,visit is on - 


behalf of a group of British 
lawyers belonging to the Inter- 
national Commission of Jurists. 
He will be studving the work 
of the Danish Ombudsman, or 
commissioner for grievances, to 
whom any Dane with a m- 
plaint against the State and its 
institutions may go for advice 
and possibly redress. With a 
staff of only five lawyers and 
four typists, the Ombudsman, 
Prof. S. Hurwitz, deals with 
about a thousand complaints a 
year. 


Bonn reports that the Federal 
Health Office is conducting re-’ 
search into the pollution of Ger- 
man rivers by detergents. 
These modern soap powders are 
so efficient that only a little has 
to escape in waste water into a 
river to cause 12-feet high lav- 
ers of foam, making navigation 
difficult and dangerous and, by 
shutting off light and oxygen, 
killing fish. The problem has 
also .arisen in Britain and the 
British Water Pollution § Re- 
search Laboratory has issued a 
report outlining a promising 
method of disposing of waste 
detergent. 


London reports that the Min- 
istry of Education has started 
short courses on space explora- 
tion. The courses are for 
teachers, not children. Young: 
sters nourished on space fiction 
and on popular science journals 
are such eénthusiastic> “space- 
agers” that their teachers are 
hard put to it to keep ahead of 
them. The course covers such 
things as propulsion systems, 
conditions in the upper atmos- 
phere and scientific results of 
spage research. Nuns from con- 
vent schools are among those 
taking the course. 
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
